PERHAPS SIMS JfEEDED ABVICE 


The American navy came through the war with a 


great deal of credit, a largo part of which fell to Ad- 
miral Sims for his capable administration of our anti- 
submarine activities in European waters. That Admiral 
Sims should now seek to throw grave discredit on his de- 
partment of service, and indirectly upon his country, is 
therefore cause for deep regret. 


Let us examine the Sims charges, made in his memo- 


randum to Secretary-Daniels. 
The admiral says that 


before ho went to England, shortly in advance of our 
declaration of war, he was advised not to let the Brit- 
ish "pull the wool ovor his eyes," nor to allow himself to 
be used for a catspaw. 
He was also informed by some 


unnamed person that the United States was as ready to 
fight Great Britain as Germany. 


The importance of these sensational disclosures de- 


pends, larg-oly upon the rank of the official offering these 
suggestions, and his interest. Admiral Sims has long 
been on ardent partisan of English causes. Nearly 10 
years ago he was reprimanded by President Taft for 
saying- In a speech in England that he would welcome 
the day when the American navy could assist England's 
in war. 
'Possibly his intense feeling- in Britain's behalf 


prompted the suggestion that he take care to avoid 
committing- his country beyond the limits that pratiot- 
ism would warrant. 


The most 
illuminating portion 
of the admiral's 


memo, which throws a clear light on the entire situation, 
is that which has to do with a plan which Sims warmly 
advocated to the navy department at British behest. In 
brief, he,urged Secretary Daniels to - send the entire 
American navy to European waters, thusr to tempt Ger- 
man submarines to American shores to attack merchant 
ships and troop transports. Admiral Sims did not wish 
to leave even a single chaser or gunboat in home.waters. 
Ho said he knew the American people would cry out 
against such stripping: of our defenses, but he urged 
that the outcry be itmored. He thought with the English 
that this ruse would relieve the pressure of submarines 
in European waters. 


This astonishing- plan was vetoed by Secretary Dan- 


iels, which may explain the discontent behind recent djs- 
.closures. 
Maybe Admiral Sims needed the advice given. 


before he sailed to England. 


WHY THEY ARE DETESTED 


Expressions made by Morris Hlllquit, chief counsel 


ot the five suspended socialist assemblymen in New 
York, show why a certain brand of socialist is so 
thoroughly detested by. Americans. He .is quoted as 
saying that if the assemblymen, in. question, who are 
accused ,of representing and promoting un-American 
doctrine, 'are permanently ousted, the act will "loosen 
the violent revolution which we socialists have always 
endeavored, and are endeavoring, to stem."

There is not going to be any revo- 
lution. What there is going to be is one grand clean-up 
of the treacherous slackers who, after refusing to flght 
for America, would now turn in and dictate her policies.

That Is one of the important ques- 
tions which will probably be consid- 
ered by a congress of distinguished 
scientists in Hawaii next summer, ac- 
cording to Alexander Hume 
Ford, 
head of the Pan-Pacific Union with 
headquarters in. Honolulu. He is now 
in the United States arranging for 
^b-e scientific 
conference. 
It 
will 
'probably be organized hy Prof. H. E. 
Gregory of Tale, who will be given 
an appropriation 'of $10,000 for the 
purpose of calling together about 40 
scientists qualified to study' and dis- 
cuss the problems confronting 
the

Americans have been going to 
/these countries as salesmen, pro- 
moters, and especially as investors of

But they have 
not been going as Home seekers. In 
yie first place, unsettled political con- 
ditions have kept them out, and in> 
the second place they have feared 
the.climate and the tropical diseases. 


Now the countries to the south of 


us are becoming steadily less frlendly 
•to exploiting capital, but they are not 
shutting tho doors to the mnji who 
wants a home. Mexico, for example, 
If the present government had' Its 
wa<y, would make is nearly impossi- 
ble for large capital to exploit Mexi- 
can resources, but it would not make 
it Impossible or even difficult for a 
man to get a farm and establish a 
home. 
Something of the same ten- 


dency may be noted In other Car- 
ribean countries. 
In all of these 
countries 
political 
conditions 
are 


pretty sure to be stabilized In the 
relatively near future, and there 
ID 
some reason to believe that they will 
be stabilized in a way more accepta- 
ble to the little mo.n looking for a 
home than to the b!g man looking 
far a fortune. 
It should be said at once that there 
'is much evidence against the tropics 
as a place for white men to live. Tho 
white man who goes to the tropics 
to live without carefully considering 
the conditions he is to face and how 
he may best guard against them Is 
likely to meet with disaster. And he 
should be 
still 
more circumspect 


about taking .his wife and children 
to the southern countries. 


Malaria Was 13nr ; 
It used to be the well-recognized 


tropical diseases that 
kept 
white 
men' 
away 
from, 
the 
equatorial 
wealth. 
Yellow fever and malaria 
long closed many tropical countries 
to Europeans. 
They defeated 
the 
French in Panama. 
Then Colonel 


.Gorgas went down there and showed 
that yellow fever and malaria could 
be defeated, too. He wrote a book in 
willch he prophesied that the trop- 
ics freed orthese diseases, would be- 
came the bread basket of the world. 
But it soon became apparent that 


the problem, was not so simple. The 
British in India had also done much 
toward conquering tropical disease, 
but they found that even when free 
from sp'oclnc disease, It was hard to 
raise 
children . in 
tropical 
India. 


Those stationed in the hottest parts 
of India found that unless they sen,, 
their children back to England bo- 
fore they were seven years of age. 
the 
children 
often 
died,, and still 


more often grew up to be nervous 
wrecks: 
It has been said by some 
authorities and denied by others that 
there is'no third generation of Eng- 
lishmen in India, 
In other words a 
man may go to I a tropical country 
anH lead a fairlj healthy life there, 
but his children may show the bad 
effects of the environment, and their 
.children, if there are any, may show 
them still more. 
Some authorities, say that 
often 


white people born in the tropics do 
not 
have 
any 
children. This 
is 
ascribed by some observers to the 
action of the 
ultra-violet ray, to 


which tho brilliant sunshine of the 
tropics greatly exposes a man. White 
men are native to a climate in which 
the sun shines less than half 
the 
time, and even then is often partly 
veiled by mist or cloud. 
Continual 


expoEure to the ultra-violet oractmlc 
ray is unnatural to him, just as con- 
tinual exposure to '.the ?C-ray is In- 
tolerable to any human being. It Is 
interesting to note that many men 
who have worked with tho X-ray 
without adequate 
protection 
havu 


been thereby rendered sterile. 
Bud for Willie Man 
Whether the effect is due wholly 


or even mainly to the actinic ray or 
not it has been pretty well estab- 
Hshcd bFeVrience that continuous 
life in equatorial countries is bad for 
the 
white man. No white 
man 
should go to such a country unless 


work in tropical countries which ex- 
nrmoB him much to the sun. 
P But whll™ parts of the tropics are 
probably unlnh.abitu.ble to the white 
man and while continuous life there 
maybe dangerous for him, there are 
various mitigating conditions to be 
considered.

but with positive beneflt. The whole 
subject is one upon which nothing

Mr. Ford' believes that study 
of the fourth generation of Ameri- 
cans in Hawaii should now be made 
Meantime, any American who con- 
templates going to a tropical coun- 
try to live should realize that he 
faces a radical change of environ- 
ment, and one which can safely be 
made only with a full knowledge of 
its conditions.
